'Much less is written now about crim- 


son clover than was tho cnse a few 
years ago. says a Farm and Fireside 
writer. Mnny farmers throughout the 
central states are convinced that it is 
utterly unreliable for them, and tho de- 
mand for seed hns fallen -off very ma- 
terially. I have shared this belief, and 
yet we should bear the fact in mind 
that some farmers'north of tho fortieth 
parallel of latitude have success with 
this clover. The apparent reneon seems 
to bo that they sow early in the season 
and cover the seed.deeply. The seeding 
is done at the last cultivation of the 
corn in July, and the . seed is put into 
the ground deep enough to f?et thoneed- 
'ed moisture. If com is given surface 
cultivation, there is usually moisture at 
tho depth of three inches or less even 
during the drought. By deep seeding a 
good stand and fall growth of- -plants is 
obtained, and it was in this particular 
that the usual shallow-seedings'have 
been failures.

A method of forcinjasparagus in Hie 


Mold recently reported by the Missouri 
station is: Trenches aro made by run- 
ning a plow twi-co in ,1 place between 
the rows so as to throw tho soil on to 
them.

Concerning nitrogen, the most fugi- j 


tivo as well as most costly ingredient of j 
fertilizers. Dr.- Stubbs, state chemist .of j 
Louisiana, says in a recant; report on | 
analyses of commercial fertilizers: • 


It'unites chemically with throe parts 


of hydrogen to form ammonia, (linrts- 
horn'of Shops), every H parts of nitro- 
gen matins 17 parts by weight of am- 
monia. It also unites with oxygen 1:0 
form the basis of nitric acid, two parts 
of nitrogen requiring five parts of oxy-, 
gen, and this combination dissolved in 
water gives nitric acid, a form into 
which, it is believed, that all organic 
nitrogen must be dissolved bei'oro it can 
serve'as plant food. Nitrogen is offered 
to tho trade in three forms, viz: 


Mineral nitrogen in nitrate of soda, 


containinc; when nnro ever 10 per cent 
nitrogen fnitrate of potash, 14 per cent, 
and .sulphate of nminoum, 21 per cent. 


Animal nitrogen in dried blood, tank- 


age, azotin, cracklings, fish scrap, leath- 
er, wool wastR. etc. 


Vegetable nitrogen in cotton seed, 


cottonseed meal, linseed uioal, castor, 
pomaco and peat- 


Blood, tankage, fish scrap, and oil 


meals aro highly active fertilizers, while 
leather, wool waste and peat are vary 
slowly available.

eral forma, particularly nitrate of foc!a 
and sulphate of ammonia, aro largoly 
Yiscd for top dressing small .grains and 
grasses, as well as in combinations with 
phosphoric acid mid potanh-to luake 
complete fertilizers for general'uso and 
"are'very highly esteemed.

Au insect 'tiiat can 'adapt itself to all 


tho climatic conditions and crop varia- 
tions between North Dakota and Texas 
must .necessarily present ' an entertain- 
ing if.- somewhat .disconcerting variety 
;n its complex and- elusive' life history. 
Investigators of ithe. habits of tbe de- 
structive Hersian fly seem to concede, 
however, that this insect , may be said, 
for all practical-purposes', to live only on 
wheat, rye and barley, and that it will 
not' perpetuate itself, on other crops. 
Throughout.an immense territory in the 
United States where wheat is grown in 
close proximity to oats, timothy and 
other grasses there is no record of the 
fly's attack upon these crops. In^a re- 
ceut monograph of the department of 
agriculture on tbe Hessian fly in tho 
United States it is told that the attacks 
of the fly'npon the plants produce very' 
characteristic effects, generally so '.dis- 
tinctive that the appearance of- a'fiold 
will at once indicate to a practiced eye 
the presence of the pest. Tbe effects dif- 
fer with the season, perhaps, more prop- 
erly"; with the stage of growth of the 
wheat plant at the time of 'attack- 


In the autumn' the eggs arc laid upon 


the early appearing leaves, and the pas- 
sage of the larvae down the sheath car_- 
ries them down to or below tho surface 
of the ground/often very near to the 
root itself. Here their "presnnce causes 
,'more or loss swelling of the base of leaf 
. and culm, scarcely enough to be connt- 
' ed a gall formation, but the immediate 
'effect seems to -be a stimulus at the 
point of attack. 
Indeed the affected 


plants present a darker green color, 
which has been recognized by farmers- 
as indicative of Hessian fly attack, this 
color to be followed later by a brownish 
and then a yellowish color for the in- 
fested tillers.
